Ifthe had been indeed 
and in truth an angel of light, the effect could 
scarecly have been more divine. 

Whatever I had been able to conceive of 
the sublimity of Masillon, or the force of 
Bourdoloue, it had fallen far short of the 
power which I felt from the delivery of this 
sentence.
